THE WEEKS BILL 


The Weeks Forest Reserve 
BUI, 


•which" Is thought likely to pass con- 
gross, IB Well-understood as to its pur- 
pose, but not as to its details. 


Five'stetes In New England and 


thirteen states in the South Appal- 
achian .region are vitally concerned in 
this project to conserve the forests 
that regulate the flow of streams rad- 
iating through their territory. None 
of them can do this singly. 'They 
havfl looked to the federal 
govern- 


ment to establish forest preserves ai 
strategic points, but for twenty years 
Congress has refused to grant their 
plea. That is because the nation as 
a whole was not so much concerned 


• about it 'as these two groups of state's. 


The states have radically changed 


their plea {his year. They want, first 
of all, permission to help themselves. 
The first section of the Weeks bill, as 
passed by-the senate and reported fa; 


vorably to the house, permits the 
states to agree with each other, pro- 
vided they do not violate any exist- 
ing federal statute, to conserve their 
'own forest and water supplies. Prob- 
ably they have the right already, but 
this-section puts the matter beyond 
dispute. It Is a great step toward ob- 
taining effective conservation. 


Another great step is the assertion 


In the bill of a principle already up 
held by the federal supreme 
court, 


that private forest lands can he sub- 
jected, without purchase by the gov- 
ernment, to public police regulations. 
Section'4 empowers the secretary of 
agriculture to administer and protect 
'from spoliation private forest lands 
at the headwaters 
of 
navigable 


streams, so that their owners may 
cut and remove timber only by con- 
forming to established rules of conser- 
vation. Doubtless the agreements bJe 
tween the states themselves will pro 
vide for the policing of strategic areas 
at the 
sources of 
non-navigable 


streams that generate power. 


These two provisions make it cer- 


tain that the Weeks bill, if passed, 
•will cost little to apply—probably not 
more than the $2,000,000 appropriated 
annually until 1916 for the examina- 
tion, survey, and purchase of certain 
areas which it is deemed advisable to 
put completely into the hands of the 
government. 


That is the gist of the very reason- 


able bill which Is asked of the whole 
nation, including the West, by the sec- 
tion which paid the taxes for the de- 
velopment of the West. As a matter 
of equity,-it ought to become a law.

Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn con 


trlbuted materially to the development 
of the American navy, and although 
he had been retired from active ser- 
vice for nine years before his death, 
he remained until practically the end 
of his life a most useful member of 
the government's naval establishment. 
Admiral Hichborn was an 
unusual 


man in that, though a graduate from 
the old "ship carpenter" school "of 
naval architectre, he advanced with 
the times and adapted himself to the 
rapidly changing conditions of the era 
of steel. Never was he open to the 
criticism of what is generally term- 
ed "fogylsm." Ho respected what was 
good in the old regime and apprecla 
ted the advantages of the new meth- 
ods of naval construction. 
It was 


perhaps this combination lliat 
en- 


abled him to go so far in directing 
the naval construction policies of the 
United States during the many years 
of his service at headquarters as as- 
sistant chief constructor and later, un- 
til the close of his active career, as 
chief constructor of the navy. 
His 


greatest contribution to modern naval 
architecture was the -inclined turret, 
the adoption of which not only by his 
own government but by other navies 
was a striking tribute to his genius. 
Personally Admiral Hichborn was re- 
;arde<J as a Washingtouian. 
He was 


universally admired and was held in 
.he fondest esteem of his'fellow cit- 
?eps., His death causes sincere griel 
.n the;comrnunity of which he was so 
ong a useful member.—Washington
